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(57) Abstract: PROBLEMS] To solve problems 
with a conventional cloth cutting, wherein since 
a cloth is cut out by bringing a cutter for tailoring 
into contact with the cloth on a conveyor belt, the 
cutting of the cloth tended to be obstructed by 
the conveyor belt and, accordingly, an accurate 
cutting pattern could not be provided, and also the 
conveyor belt tended to be damaged by the cutter 
for tailoring and, accordingly, requires replacement 
to use for a long period which increased operational 
difficulty and cost [MEANS OF SOLVING 
PROBLEMS] When a cloth (86) is cut out, the 
cloth (86) is cut out by a cutter (75) for tailoring 
without bringing the cutter into contact with a 
conveyor belt (33) carrying the cloth. For this 
purpose, a synchronizing member (77) to run in 
synchronism with the cutter for tailoring is set 
between the conveyor belt and the cloth. 
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
